Dr. Jones Believes After 
Finding Cinders in Body

Metropolitan Opera Tenor John Garris probably was slain near the special train on 
which he was scheduled to leave Atlanta, it was disclosed last night. 

A complete examination of the body last night by Dr. Herman Jones, head of the Fulton 
County Crime Laboratory, revealed tiny fragments of cinders imbedded in the singer’s 


This indicated Garris was 
either dragged across or fell to his 
knees in a cinder bed when the 
fatal bullet ripped through his 
body. 

The only area in the vicinity, 
his body was found last Thursday 
in an alley near Marietta and) 
Thurmond . Streets and where 
cinders are found in profusion is 
the railroad right-of-way on which! 
the special opera train was parked 
before it left the city early Thurs- 
day morning only a few hours be- 
fore Garris’ body was found.

Outlook for Truman Program Improving 


WASHINGTON—As the session of Congress progresses it is apparent that President Truman will | 
fare far better with his legislative program than the critics were proclaiming a short while back. | 


It now is beginning to look like he will get a fair measure of what he is seeking. 


When the President returned from his Winter 
vacation in Florida a few weeks ago, Congress had 
dealt him several body blows. These were in- 

.terpreted as meaning he would get little of his 
program through. 

First, the Senate had defeated the Adminis- 
tration’s effort to put through a change in the 
rules to curb filibusters, aimed at paving the way 
for passage of the President’s civil rights bills. 
Then the House had passed a watered-down ver- 
sion of the rent control bill by adding an amend- 
ment which would permit States and: munici- 
palities to end controls. The Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee had also turned down the nomi- 
nation of his personal friend, former Gov. Mon 
,Wallgren, of Washington, to be chairman of the 
National Security Resources Board. ° 


On top of that, a fight was under way 
to whittle down the authorization for ECA 
funds which forms an important part of the 
Administration’s foreign policy, and the 
President’s recommendation for increased 
taxes seemed to be well bottled up in con- 
gressional committees. 


The outlook did seem to be a bit hazy at 
that time, But since then the situation has im- 
proved considerably. The rent control bill as 
finally passed by both Houses was enough to 
rate the President’s praise, although it was not 
altogether in the form he had advocated, and 
the move to reduce European recovery funds was 
defeated by substantial majorities. 

Moreover, the Senate has now passed the Ad- 
ministration’s big housing bill which figures 
prominently in the President’s program. A num- 
ber of other important measures have been well 
advanced. 

On the House side the legislative program is 
even further advanced. Majority Leader McCor- 
mack has inserted in the Congressional Record a 
review of the accomplishments there in’ which 
he claims that an all-time record has been estab- 
lished by the House clearing all of the major 
appropriation bills in less than four months. This 
means, he says, that there will be no last-minute | 
jam on appropriation measures which usually 
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| 


develops near the close of the fiscal year. 


There is every indication that before the ses- 
sion ends the President will be able to add to 
rent contro] legislation measures for public 
housing, Federal aid to education, extension of so- 
cial security, an increase in the minimum wage 
fixed by law, together with extension of the recip- 
rocal trade agreements law, ECA, the Atlantic 
Pact and other ,.items related to foreign policy. 


On the debit side, he probably will not get 
a tax increase bill, complete repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley labor law, or much, if any, of his civil 
rights program. But these will not be enough 
to justify attacks on the accomplishments of the 
present Congress. No President ever gets all that 
he asks for. That was not even true of the late 
President Roosevelt during the heyday of his big 
majorities in Congress. 


Much of the gains Mr. Truman is making 
in his legislative program may be attributed 
to the good relations he is maintaining with 
Congress. He has made a practice of culti- 
vating these relations to a greater extent 
than any President we have had in years. 
Every week or so finds him running out to 
the Capitol for some kind of an informal 
gathering with members of the House or 
Sénate. He also has formed the habit of 
dropping in on the Senate or House floor 
when least expected—the first President to 
do a thing like that since the days of John 
Adams. 


During these informal meetings Mr. Truman 
has an opportunity to talk to Senators and Rep- 
resentatives individually. Republicans as well as 
Democrats are always present. It has contrib- 
uted greatly to the friendly relations between 
the White House and Congress. 

Being a product of Congress himself, Mr. Tru- 
man knows the value of personal contacts of the 
kind. When the final chapter is written on the 
present session it will probably be found that 
the President has done about as well ag any of 
his predecessors in getting the major part of his 
program approved.

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Morality and 
Old Age Pensions 


As Governors, especially Southern Governors, 
contemplate their realms, they most surely are 
developing a sense of kinship with the late ruler 

Damocles, above whose head hung, suspended by a gossamer thread, 
a heavy sword. 

An attentive ear is able to pick up the bellowing from here 
and there over the South for more money and more taxes. Almost 
everywhere schools and social security rolls are in need. Both 
sharpened the edge of the sword which hangs over the heads of 
the Governors. 

Georgia provides a good example. Our schools are in a bad 
way and our old-age pension maixmum (which few got) has been 
cut from $50 to $30 per month. (The average was about $21.) 

The resultant reaction is one long howl, such as a hungry 
wolf pack might give on a snowbound and lonely prairie where 
every rabbit was already consumed. 

Facts Here in Georgia we made the sloppy start we too often 

make. Our old-age pensions are open to many who 
do not really need them—or at least do not need them as acutely 
as do some. Other States took the precaution to surround the 
grants with earmarkings for food and clothing. Ours are wide open. 
One may assume that little of the small pension is wasted. But, 
it could be. 

Only two States in the Union, on a population basis, have more 
persons on pension rolls than Georgia. The edge there is not 
great. Louisiana has 200 more. Oklahoma has a handful more. 

Georgia appropriates $7,200,000 for welfare. This includes old- 
age pensions, care of the blind and crippled children. Pensions for 
the aged take most of it. 

The Federa] Government pays 75 percent of pensions up to 
$20 and 90 percent of pensions above that amount. The counties 
pay five percent of the total spent in their county. Thus the 
Federal Government is allowing some of the richer States to help 
pay the load in the poor States. 


Poor How poor are we? Well, we are so poor that one 

becomes very impatient with those whose only reaction 
to efforts to bring about a better situation is from the school of 
thought which says, “We are the finest State in the Union” .. + 
and, “If you don't like it, why don’t you leave?” 

Within a short while we will have more. old people on the 
pension rolls than any State in the Union. Our rate of applica- 
tion is greater. 

In Georgia a shocking total of 519 persons of every 1,000 over 
65 years of age are on the pension lists and applications are coming 
in at the rate of 1,500 per month. 

In Tennessee 270 persons over 65 are on the rolls and in Vir- 
ginia only 94 in each 1,000 are pensioned. 


Increase Our rolls are getting fatter fast. In 1946 there were 

70,000 Georgians on pensions. In 1947 there were 
95,000. And let’s put down once more the fact the applications are 
coming in at the date of 1,500 per month. 

This may be a good time to stop and come to the defense of the 
State Welfare Department. 
ing and auditing, there isn’t much chance of waste or crooked 
use the money. We can rule that out. A lot of well-meaning 
but thoughtless persons always react to any cut by saying, “If 
they’d cut out waste we’d have enough.” 
But not as often as wishful thinking would have it. 


The State has only so much. With applications coming in at 
the rate of more than 300 per week, and with a fixed sum appro- 
priated by the Legislature, the money runs out. The State wanted 
to freeze the lists for three months until it could change its regu- 
lations. That it has got to do. But the law won’t provide for 
freezing. The Federal Government must give them a temporary 
period in which to adjust. The State is waiting on that. 

There hasn’t been anything crooked or scandalous. If every 
month brings in more persons to be served out of a sum of money 
Which is fixed, you finally get short of cash. 


Problem We have a lot of poor. people. That's because we 

have been poor for a long time and also because our 
poorest persons are caught in the transition from the old one-mule 
type of farming at cotton to use of machinery and to other types 
of farming. We remain a farm State. 

Keep this in mind—farming today requires capital, just as does 
any business. That’s why farm credit is so vital a part of our 
recovery. 

The result is that when papa and mama get old and worn out, 
their children are just as poor and unstable as were papa and mama 
when they were young. They are trying to make it with a poor 
mule on poor land and with no capital for fertilizer, for a tractor 
or for seed. Or, they have given up and are moved to town on 


one of those slum streets which are corridors of futility and of | 


hopeless poverty. 
They can’t take care of papa or mama. 


This State has got a lot of that—more, apparently, than any | 


other State. 


But we've got something else, too. We've got a ques- 
tion of morality. Other States have this. It is com- 
mon to all. There are many children who feel no moral obliga- 
tion to care for their old parents. They put them off on the State 
and forget about them. There are men and women on the pension 
lists in Georgia whose sons make good money and who could care 
for them. The files at the Statehouse are ‘full of tragic stories. 
The old people can’t get along with their daughters-in-law or sons- 
in-law, They persist, say the records of investigations, in acting 
childish, in quarreling, in trying to dominate—there is report after 
report of case workers in instances where efforts have been made 
to get relatives to accept responsibility. 

The law doesn’t go into this. I don’t see how the law can. 
It is a question of personal morality and character. 

But those concerned don’t think about all the factors. 

And when the pensions are reduced, of necessity, often the 
loudest protest comes from some fellow making about $10,000 a 
year who is sore because his father’s pension has been decreased 
from $20 a month to $18.50. 

I don’t know the whole answer—just part of it.

Japan Is the Army's Country 


TOKYO—This sleazy Oriental shantytown gives the traveler the 
odd sensation of being dragged back through five years in time 
and thousands of miles in space. For Tokyo is still remarkably 
like a big wartime city very far behind the battle lines—Algiers, 


Say, after the fighting had moved up beyond Napl@s, or Naples 


after the fall of Rome, or Paris well after the Battle of the Bulge.

bobby soxers to experts on the migration of fish. Some of these | 
civilians have influenced the course of the occupation—but only at |

For no civilian (except occasionally visiting firemen) has direct 
access to the supreme source of all power in Japan, General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur. Gen. MacArthur is tightly surrounded 
by his old subordinates and intimates of the Bataan days. The rare 
newcomers to this charmed circle;wear a uniform and usually a 
West Point ring. The charmed circle makes certain that civilians 
are kept in their place. 


Even the State Department men are huddled together in a

powerless “diplomatic section” under the direct orders of the mili- | 


tary. They send cables to Washington only through Army “chan- 
nels,” and at the Army’s pleasure. On more than one occasion 
the Army has not been pleased, and cables to the State Department 
have been briskly stopped at the source. 


Chasm There are more subtle distinctions. Military regula- 

tions, which ‘appear to be modeled on those of a South- 
ern Army camp, have created an almost unbridgeable chasm be- 
tween the “indigenous personnel” and the American ruling class. 
The meeting places—restaurants, hotels, bars—of each are for- 
bidden to the other. If.an American, civilian or otherwise, is 
found visiting a Japanese friend after 11 o’clock at night, he may 
be hauled off by the watchful militarv police to face charges. 


Japanese Cabinet Ministers come to the offices of subordinate 
American officials for “advice” which has virtually the force of 
‘law. Twentieth Century American Japan has a little in common 
with Ninteenth Century British India. 


All this is partly understandable. A military occupation is by 
definition run by the military. Conquerors cannot be expected to 
live in misery to spare the feelings of the conquered. Only a fool 
would propose the total withdrawal of American military power 
or civil authority from Japan. Only a fool would deny that the 
occupation of Japan has some remarkable achi to its 
credit. Yet the way in which Japan is now being governed by 
the United States is profoundly unhealthy. It will become more 
so with every passing month. Perhaps no better way can be found. 
But it is worth looking for one. d

GOP Leaders Clash on Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON—Sharply divergent Republican views on U. S. foreign policy were angrily debated 


at a closed-door meeting of the Senate Republican Policy Committee. 


It was authoritatively learned 


that the chief participants in the stormy clash were Sen. Arthur Vandenberg, Michigan, ranking Re 
publican member of the Foreign Relations Committee, and Sen. Styles Bridges, New Hampshire, rank- 
ing Republican member of the Appropriations Committee. In the Eightieth Congress, these two were 


chairmen of their committees. 

The clash grew out of an impassioned demand 
by Vandenberg that the Republicans continue 
what he called a “nonpartisan foreign policy.” 
He urged the GOP Policy Committee to take a 
stand in favor of both the North Atlantic Pact 
and the supplementary arms-for-Europe program. 


Vandenberg also assailed “sniping at- 
tacks” on the arms plan. He mentioned no 
names, but his caustic remarks were clearly 
aimed at Bridges and other Republican Sen- 
ators who have voiced sharp criticism of the 
armament program. 


“The sniping at the rearmament proposal,” 


‘Vandenberg is reported to have said, “is really 


an indirect attack on the Pact. That is the real 


purpose of the pot-shotting at the arms plan.The | 


real target is the Pact. I fail to understand the 
position of the critics of the arms program. It 
seems to me their attitude is highly inconsistent. 

“At the same time that they are sniping at the 
program to rearm Europe, these carping critics 
are loudly and vehemently demanding billions 
for military aid to China. That doesn’t make 
sense to me. How can these critics in all good 
reason demand large-scale military aid for China, 
while opposing it for Europe? The only infer- 
ence that can be drawn from this inconsistency 
is that these critics are really against the North 
Atlantic Pact.” 

Sen. Bridges leaped to his feet as soon as 
Vandenberg sat down. The New Englander, who 
has been a leading advocate of military aid for 
China, minced no words in replying to Vanden- 
berg. 

“Our distinguished colleague talks ardently 
about a ‘nonpartisan’ foreign policy,” Bridges is 
said to have retorted, angrily. “That’s absurd. 
We don’t have a nonpartisan foreign policy in this 


country; what we have is a one-party foreign pol- * 


icy—the Truman administration’s foreign policy. 
It is this one-party foreign policy that is respon- 
sible for the mess our country and the rest of 
the world is in today. 


“The cenferences at Yalta. Teheran and 
Potsdam have been disastrous to us, That 
is so because we have lacked an effective 


opposition party and foreign policy. My de- 
mand for aid to China is not motivated by 
political reasons. I favor large-scale military 
aid to China for the same reason that we are 
being asked to rearm Europe—to keep Com- 
munism from overrunning China. 


“If there is any inconsistency, it seems to me 
to be wholly on the part of those who are de- 
manding arms for Europe but refusing arms to 
the Chinese Nationalists to fight the Communists. 
Where is the logic and consistency in that posi- 
tion? It will do us and the rest of the demo- 
cratic world little good to erect barriers against 
Communism in Europe and at the same time let 
the Communists conquer China.” 


Sens. Leverett Saltonstall, Massachusetts, and 
B. B. Hickenlooper, Iowa, then took the floor 
and backed up Vandenberg. Hickenlooper is a 
member of the Foreign Relations Committee; 
Saltonstall a senior member of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. Both urged support for the 
Pact and the arms program, but held that the 
Policy Committee should insist that the two mat- 
ters be considered simultaneously. 


The State Department wants the Pact acted 
on first and alone. Vandenberg favors this, al- 
though he is demanding that the State Depart- 
ment submit its data in support of the arms pro- 
gram at the same time that the Foreign Relations 
Committee is considering the Pact. 

The stormy GOP Policy Committee meeting 
was finally placated by Sen. Robert Taft, Ohio, 
Chairman of the group. He took no part in the 
heated exchanges, but tried to avert an open 
break. The meeting adjourned without taking 
any formal action on either issue. 

In Senate circles, the most significant thing 
about the clash was the direct challenge of Van- 
denberg’s leadership on foreign policy: In the 
past, while there has been considerable private 
criticism among Senate Republicans over his sup- 
port of the administration’s foreign policy, no 
GOP Senator has openly assailed Vandenberg. ” 

Bridges’ blunt assault was a new departure in 
inner GOP councils. He is known to have the 
strong backing of Sens. Wherry, Nebraska, Re- 
publican floor leader; Milliken, Colorado; Cain, 
Washington; Jenner, Indiana, and Bricker, Ohio.

Mr. Truman's New Approach 


WASHINGTON—As had been forecast, President Truman’s health insurance 
proposal to Congress was met with such a pessimistic response that it will be 
among the items missing when the legislative record of this session is closed. As 
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a matter of fact, the President, himself, anticipated such a chilly reception by 
the conciliatory tone of his message. He recognized the controversial nature of 


health insurancé, conceding there are differences about details of the program, but said these differ- 
ences should be threshed out with honesty and tolerance in the democratic fashion and that “we should 
enact the best possible program and then all of us should get behind it to make it work.”

And this is not from so-called “poor peo- 
ple,” but from people in what we call the 
middle class, the bulwark of the nation. What 
they have done, of course, in the event of 
major health catastrophes, and what they 
will do unless some such method as health 
insurance is adopted, will be to go heavily 
in debt, with all the frustration that causes, 
to pay for it and do without other essentials. 
That is the pride of our great middle class, 
and it is not te be discouraged, for it indi- 
cates self-reliance. 


This. very commendable attitude of itself is 
a refutation of substitute proposals now offered 
in Congress, such as bills that would make grants 
to the States to take care of those who cannot 
afford medical care. 
of “pauper’s oath.” Our people don’t like to take 
help on that basis, and most who really need it 
will refuse it on account of pride. This includes 
good, self-reliant citizens who work hard and take 
care of their families. 

Under the President’s program they can meet 
this problem in the honest, self-respected Ameri- 
can way by paying for it through insurance, just 
as they pay for security against unemployment 
and for old age in the Social Security program— 
and as a right, not charity, or, as the President, 
himself, put it so well: 

“Health insurance will mean that the proper 
medical care will be economically accessible to 
everyone covered by it, in the country as well 
a the city, as a right, and not ‘as a medical

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He Wants Only the Box-Lunch Trade 


WASHINGTON—James Fischgrund, ‘of Long Beach, Cal., is one of those young fellows who took 
his Uncle Samuel’s advice after the war, invested in some surplus flying machines, and went into 


the aviation business for himself. 


Did all right, too. Now he’s Vice President of Standard Airlines, 


which keeps its five second-hand planes busy hauling passengers with a minimum of fuss and feathers 
between New York and the West coast for $99 a head. He’s beginning to wonder if he didn’t do too 


well. 

While most of his big-time competitors (who 
charge $157 for the same’ ride under de luxiér 
conditions) are deeply in the red, mired in debt 
and subsidized by the Government, Fischgrund’s 
airline is making a profit. Without any help 
from anybody. 

Now comes the Civil Aviation Board with a 
threat to put him, and 23 similar firms, out of 
business because they broke the rules against 
flying regular routes on regular schedules. The 
slim, dark-haired Fischgrund is fighting back. 
And in a large way. 


He appealed first to the Senate Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee to per- 
suade the CAB at least to let him stay in 
business until it can get around to consid- 
ering his request for a formal certificate to 
ferry cut-rate passengers coast-to-coast. 


All they get, he said, is a safe ride. They 
carry their own suitcases. Sixty of them travel 
in the same four-motored ship that most airlines 
They get no pillows, no free 
chewing gum and nothing to eat aboard a Fisch- 
grund ship. All he gives ’em is 45 minutes at 
Kansas City to gulp their lunch at the airport 
counter. 

Only thing on which he doesn’t skimp, he 
continued, is safety. He’s never killed a cus- 
tomer yet. 

“And if we could charge the same rates as 
regular lines,” he said earnestly, “we would have 
made a net profit last year on our investment of 
1,000 percent.” 


He said he had no objection to the reg- 
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ular lines giving their passengers the lush 
treatment, but he saw no reason why he 
shouldn’t provide a ride for the box-lunch 
trade. It wouldn’t travel in the super-duper 
ships, anyhow. 


The Senators wondered how the regular air- 
lines managed to spend so much money; Fisch- 
grund had a few examples. One firm, said he, 
put into service a fleet of DC-6’s and decorated 
the interiors of each one with the hides of 100 
cows, This may be pretty, he indicated, but it 
doesn’t get a New Yorker to Los Angeles any 
quicker. 


Then there is the matter of feeding the cus- 
tomers. He said some lines had their dinners 
prepared at the Eastern end of the trip by the 
Waldorf-Astoria in New York; at the other end

- Women, Bless ‘Em, Turned Houses Backwards

If the living habits of America seem to be showing a slight upward trend, pass out some of the 
credit to women architects who injected the everyay elements into our copies of Cotswold cottages,

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ATLANTA’S FIRST MEMORIAL DAY was observed in 
April, 1866. The city was under military rule and there 
was no formal oration at the cemetery due to positive 
orders from Federal officers. Colonel E. F. Hoge, a young 
Confederate, who was later to found The Atlanta Journal, 
introduced the chaplain of the occasion, the Reverend R. 
Q. Mallard, pastor of the Central Presbyterian Church, who 
offered a touching prayer. Confederate graves were dec- 
orated with wreaths made of cedar brought from Stone 
Mountain. After the ceremonies the people returned quietly 
and sorrowfully to their homes. : 

Memorial Day was initiated by women of Columbus, 
Georgia, who invited other Southern cities to join them 
in the.observance. April 26, the anniversary of the sur- 
render of General Joseph E.. Johnston, was soon selected 
as the date, although, to begin with Atlanta and some other 
cities observed May 10, the anniversary of Stonewall 
Jackson’s death. 

The idea spread rapidly and Ladies Memorial Associa- 
tions were formed. The Atlanta Ladies Memorial Associa- 
tion was organized on April 15, 1866, the ‘second in the 
South. | 

The first work of the women of Atlanta was the re- 
interment of the Confederate dead, then lying in trenches 
in a ten-mile area around Atlanta. The impoverished con- 
dition of the community made the raising of funds a slow 
and difficult task, but during the winter of 1869 the bodies 


of three thousand Confederate soldiers were reinterred in 
woodén boxes made from lumber sécured at Stone Moun- 
tain, none being obtainable in Atlanta. The total cost for 
providing the boxes and removing the bodies was $6,000 
—or $2 each. 


Atlanta’s first memorial address was delivered in 1869. 
Thousands of men, women ahd children, on foot, horse- 
back and in vehicles ‘“‘wended out to the cemetery.” Ex- 
ercises were opened with a feeling prayer by the Reverend . 
Jesse Boring. Colonel E. Y. Clarke, in a few “graceful and 
pathetic” remarks, introduced the orator of the occasion, 
General W. S. Walker. Colonel Clarke alluded to “our 
dead,” and then to “our living,” and introduced the Gen- 
eral as one of the gallant living, well fitted to speak the 


‘ 


eulogy of his dead comrades. 
General Walker’s address was brief but “‘richly suit- 
able” to the occasion. Tenderly touching upon the heroic 
character of the brave men whose forms lay around him, 
in the “dreamless slumber of death,” he held them and 
their achievements up in the light of a “fond and eloquent 
appreciation.” 
. Adding poignancy to the occasion was the-newly made 
grave—'‘still wet with the tears of surviving friendship” 
—of Colonel J: R. Barrick, first editor of The Atlanta 
Constitution. A native Kentuckian, Colonel Barrick had 
chosen the cause of the South, sacrificing home, relatives 
and dearly loved friends, to follow the dictates of his 
conscience. 
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TODAY the Old Guard Battalion of the Gate City Guard and representatives of 
the Atlanta Chapter United Daughters of the Confederacy and of the Atlanta 
Ladies Memorial. Association are pausing on their way to memorial services at 
Oakland cemetery, to rededicate the “Eternal Flame of the Confederacy” that burns 
in the historic gas street lamp at Whitehall and Alabama Streets. The original 
memorial plaque disappeared and has been replaced. Dedication services were 
first held on December 14, 1939, officially inaugurating Atlanta's ‘Gone With the. 
Wind” Festival. The gas street lamp, the post of which bears shell marks of the 
Battle of Atlanta, is one of the original 50 that were lighted om Christmas Day, 
(1855, bringing the first gas service to Atlanta. So far as can be determined, st 3s 
the only one of the 50 that still stands im its original location.
